Male organs : Testes more or less elliptical, lying symmetrically at the junction of the 
middle and last thirds of body. Cirrus pouch muscular, behind the acetabulum. Vesicula 
seminis large, bibulbous ; pars prostatica undifferentiated ; icirrus protrüsile..  : 

Female organs: Ovary heart-shaped, median, in front of testes. Uterine coils compact, 
between the genital pore and the posterior end of body. Vitellaria consist of an elongated 
aggregation of globular follicles, lateral, extending irom acetabulum to the end of caeca. 
Uterine egg ovoid, yellow, 0.031—0.034mm by 0.02—0.021mm. 

Habitat—Intestine of Pseudogobio esocinus (TEMMINCK & SCHLEGEL). 

Locality—Lake Biwa, Japan.
